All  oquadron^^ 
intelligence  officers  end  aircrew  aemhers  in  this  wing  have  been  forcefully  x^inded 
of  their  responsibility  in  promptly  reporting  all  unusual  aerial  observ'^.tlona  in 
accordance  with  JaNA?  i46B  and  A51i  200^. 


The  attached  photographs  prove  the  authenticity  of  the  report  as  observed  and 
the  only  e:q>lanatlon  of  the  objects  that  can  be  reached  at  this  headquarters  Ic  the 
possibility  that  the  white  puffs  nay  have  been  caused  by  erhaust  from  a vertically 
launched*  nultlple  phase*  rocket  or  guided  missile.  The  prorlmlty  of  the  aircraft 
to  the  New  Ke:dco  testing  eitee  does  not  rule  out  this  possibility*  but  since  the 
wind  velocity  at  13*000  foot  was  3^  loots*  it  seems  unlikely  that  exhaust  puffs 
vx>tild  remain  that  long  without  dissipating*
